Let’s Avoid Exaggeration 


N A RECENT bulletin issued by the Bureau of Vital 
Statistics of the Pennsylvania State Health Depart- 
there is a salutary suggestion that is of very deep

ment 
interest to the automotive world. 

The bulletin suggests that there is a tendency in the 
public press to overemphasize the deaths from motor acci- 
dents. ‘Although there is more publicity attached to auto- 


mobile killings than perhaps to any other cause of deaths, | 


there should be no exaggeration of the public alarm over the 
fact,” says the statement. 
The bulletin then goes on to show that while there were 


153 motor car fatalities during a recent month, there were | 


about five times as many deaths from cancer, the total of the 
latter being 773. The deaths caused by motor vehicle acci- 
dents amounted to but 1.6 per cent. of the total fatalities in 
the state. 

This is wholesome advice. We do not suggest minimiz- 
ing the seriousness of the accident list, nor relaxing one whit 
the campaign and efforts to reduce it, but we do believe 
that exaggeration in the public mind will do harm rather 
than help the cause of traffic safety. 

Let us meet the issue squarely. Assume all our responsi- 
bilities, but by no means yield to the clamor that would 
portray our streets and highways as a shambles. They are 
not. Considering the conditions under which motor traffic 
must operate, accidents are comparatively few, and it needs 
only intensive education to reduce them still further.
